I, Steven P. Skabrat, having personal knowledge of the facts set forth herein, hereby 
declare as follows: 

1 . I am an Attorney of Record for the above-identified patent application entitled "Real- 
Time Prescription Transaction with Adjudication Across a Network", an employee of 
Intel Corporation, and a member of the Intel Legal Team. 

2. The above-identified patent application names the inventor as: Rohan Coelho. 



3. Rohan Coelho was employed by Intel Corporation on February 16, 1989 . 
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4. On February 16, 1989, Rohan Coelho signed an Employee Agreement (copy attached 

hereto as Exhibit A) that states, . .1 will promptly discuss and assign to Intel, my entire 
rights in all designs, trademarks, copyrights, discoveries, formulae, processes, 
manufacturing techniques, trade secrets, inventions, improvements, ideas or 
copyrightable works relating to my work at Intel..."
